Stayton Discloses Plan 
at Dinner He Gives in 
New York. 


REFERENDUM PLANKS 
ASKED IN PLATFORMS 


Wadsworth Announces Can- 
didacy for Delegate, Hoping 
G. 0. P. Will Meet Issue. 


New York, Nov. 28 (A.P.).—Plans for 
raising a $%3,000,000 fund to interest 
voters in national or State referenda 
on repealing or changing the eighteenth 
amendment were outlined tonight at a 
dinner given for 297 persons at the 
Union League Club by Capt. “Villiam H. 
Stayton, chairman of the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amendment. 

While the dinner was a private af- 
fair. to which newspaper men were not 
admitted, Capt. Stayton told reporters 
the gist of his plan at his hotel before 
the dinner began. He said the fund 
would be used to send letters to 27,000,- 
000 voters in the next four years in a 
campaign designed to learn the attitude 
of the people on the question. 

Capt. Stayton, in his talk to news- 
paper men, said that the association 
would not seek a wet plank in the plat- 
forms of either the Republican or 
Democratic parties in their national 
conventions. He said he favored the 
incorporation of a national referendum 
plank, based on the theory that it was 
the duty of a political party to find out 
what the people wanted. 

If such a plan can not be obtained 
in the national party platforms, he said, 
the association believes that the State 
referendum plan should be carried out. 
The people, he contended, were entitled 
to be consulted directly before consti- 
tutional changes, such as the eight- 
eenth amendment, were put through. 


Pians for Coming Year. 


The dinner was sponsored by four 
persons, headed by George B. Wight, 
New York manufacturer, who, previous 
to the gathering, said that it was of no 
public or polictical significance. The 
names of the other sponsors were not 
divulged. 

Capt. Stayton said that he had ad- 
dressed a similar group on the subject 
about a year ago and that he since 
had spoken to meetings in half a dozen 
clubs in New York City. Funds had 
been raised for carrying on the associa- 
tion’s plans, he said, but more money 
was needed now, with a presidential 
campaign in the offing. He said it was 
planned to send two letetrs to 6,000,000 
voters next year at an estimated cost of 
10 cents a letter. 

Capt. Stayton said his address was in 
reality an accounting of his steward- 
ship during the least year. He declined 
to reveal details of this year’s work.

Lights to Outwit “The Cat’ 


Cleveland Park Back Yards Now Are Bright at Night, 
With 200-Watt Lamp Gleaming From Top of One 
Home—Private Detectives Guarding Others. 


Perpiexed over thegfailure of police 
to catch Washington’s “cat burglar,” 
and fearful of further depredations by 
the city’s most active and brazen night 
prowler, citizens living in Cleveland 
Park are employing private detectives 
and are using flood lights to guard 
their homes. A movement is under 
way, it was learned, to organize a corps 
of vigilantes. 

Seven men, employed by a local de- 
tective agency, have been patroling the 
neighborhood and making personal in- 
spection of homes in the vicinity of 
Newark street and Forty-fourth place 
for several days. 

Last night Dr. Harry T. Osborn, of 
3407 Woodley road northwest, ylaced a 
200-watt flood light with a reflector 
on the top of his nouse in an effort 
to frighten away “the Cat.” The rays 
from the light carry more than 150 
feet and flood the sgtound in the rear 
of Dr. Osborn’s home, The light was 
the idea of Mrs. Margaret Osborn, the 
doctor’s wife. 


Neighbors of Dr. Osborn and resi- 
dents living throughout the Cleveland 
Park and Wesley Heights sections have 
had electric light extensions placed in 
the rear of their homes. The neighbor- 
hood is flooded with lights.

Ways and Means Republicans

DEMOCRATS PLAN FIGHT 


(Associated Press.) 

Over the protest of the solid Demo- 
cratic membership, the House ways and 
means committee yesterday decided to 
make the proposed reduction in the tax 
rate on corporation incomes apply to 
payments due next March 15. The vote 
was 13 to 10. 

Determination of the question dis- 
posed of the last of a number of major 
issues that have developed during the 
drafting of the $236,000,000 tax reduc- 
tion bill that the committee plans to 
present to the House shortly after Con- 
gress convenes next Monday. 

Chairman Green said. Republicans 
felt. that corporations should receive the 
benefit of the proposed cut in the rate 
from 134% to 11% per cent as soon as 
possible. He added that in previous 
years such reductions always had been 
applied to payments due the follow 1g 
March. 

Representative Garner. of Texas, 
ranking Democrat on the committee, 
contenled that corporations already had 
included the tax on 1927 earnings in 
the sale prices of products, and thereby 
had p*ssed the tax along to the con- 
sumer. He argued that as taxes due in 
1928 were levied against 1927 earnings 
the proposed reduction in rates would 
constitute a bonus to corporations un- 
less the effective date was postponed 
until March, 1929. 

Garner announced he proposed to 
carry to the House floor his fight to 
prevent the reduction from applying 
to corporation incomes for the current 
year.

San Francisco, Nov. 28 (A.P.).—Con- 
gress will be asked to appropriate 
$13,009,507 to reimburse E. L. Doheny, 
oll magnate, and his associates for the 
construction of oil storage tanks and 
other improvements at the Pearl Har- 
bor naval base in Hawail. 

Frank J. Hogan, of Washington, at- 
torney for Doheny. made this an- 
nouncement here today, while en route 
to Los Angeles to assist the oll mag- 
nate frame an appeal to Congress. 

Hogan defended Doheny in the crim- 
inal and civil actions centering about 
the Elk Hills naval reserve lease which 
the Government succeeded jn having 
canceled. The courts forced Doheny 
and his associates to turn back to the 
Government $13,009,507, representing 
oil taken from the reserve as reim- 
bursement for expenditures at Pear! 
Harbor. 

“When Mr. Doheny obtained the Elk 
Hills naval oil leases, he agreed to 
bulld storage tanks and other improve- 
ments for the navy at the Pearl Harbor 
base in Hawaii and to take from the 
oil: reserve a quantity of oil sufficient 
to reimburse him for the money ex- 
pended,” Hogan said. 

“He constructed the tanks and in re- 
turn received oil to the value of more 
than $11,000,000. Then, aside from the 
criminal proceedings it started, the 
Government brought civil action for 
cancellation of the lease, at the same 
time demanding that Mr. Doheny and 
his companies pay for the oil taken 
from the reserve.

Delegates Descend Upon 
McNary to Demand 
Equalization Plan. 


SENATOR DETERMINED 
ON COMPROMISE BILL 


Charged With Backsliding in 
Order to Be Nominated for 
Vice President. 


The campaign to put over farm relief 
in the coming session of Congress 
started off yesterday with dissension 
among the farm relievers. 

George N. Peek, Chester Davis and 
other members of the corn belt com- 
mittee of 22, representatives of the 
National Council of Agriculture and of 
the American Farm Bureau Federation, 
arrived in the Capital to start the ball 
rolling for repassage of the McNary- 
Haugen bill to raise the prices of farm 
products on the domestic market. They 
declared against any compromise which 
would eliminate the equalization fee 
from the measure and prepared to go 
before Congress demanding the passage 
of the bill in the-form it was passed 
at the last session and vetoed by the 
President. 

They think that Mr. Coolidge might 
sign it this time in token of surrender 
to the will of the people manifested in 
Congress assembled.

PROSECUTOR ASSERTS 
MAN TOLD OF CRIME 


Five Women on the Panel 
That Hears the State’s 
First Witnesses. 


Courtroom, Mays Landing, Nov. 28 
(A.P.)—The tattered dress that -Mrs. 
Margaret Lilliendahl says was almost 
torn from her body by two negroes who 
killed her husband, was offered in evi- 
dence at her trial for murder today. 

The State charges that the dress was 
torn by Mrs. Lilliendahl herself and 
Willis Beach to simulate an attack and 
shield the fact that they had murtlered 
the dead husband. 

The codefendants looked at the dress 
and a pair of stockings as they were 
offered, without visible signs of emo-

To Dry up Winter Colony 


Flaunting of Law by Millionaires to Be Stopped by 
Blockade at Sea and Massed Attack on Land 
and Everglades. 


(Associated Press.) | 

The winter colony of Florida will be 
the particular target for Federal pro- 
hibition enforcement officers, who are 
now moving into the State with orders 
to enforce the law regardless of conse- 
quences. 

Irked by frequent complaints that 
millionaires flaunt the law in the State 
with immunity during each winter sea- 
son, @ staff of picked agents have been 
ordered to the territory and will oper- 
ate under Doran, who will issue orders 
from his Washington headquarters. 

Although the agents are operating 
under secret orders, it is understood the 
plan is to strike at the resort centers 
simultaneously with a sweeping ‘rive to 
dry up the sources that will include 
@ massed attack against rum runners 
both on land and sea and moonshiners 
in the everglades. 

The plan was devised immediately 
after a personal trip of inspection 
throughout the State by Commissioner 
Doran, who described conditions as 


“pretty wide open.” 


He expects to obtain the cooperation 
of State officials and because of the 
congested docket in the Federal court 
plans to bring many cases into the 
State courts to expedite punishment. 

A flotilla of destroyers is now advanc- 
ing toward Florida waters to join other 
Government vessels in making a fleet of 
more than 30 ships which is expected to 
establish a blockade against rum run- 
ners that have moved Southward from 
their Northern bases because of the ap- 
proach of winter. 

A land blockade also will be made to 
check automobile transportation, which 
prohibition officials say distributes 
smuggled liquors all. over Eastern 
United States from supplies.landed in 
Florida. .Another detachment will comb 
the everglades for moonshine distillers 
and will be assited in the operations by 
four airplanes which are now being 
used in the territory by the Coast 
Guard.

Detective Also on Guard. 


Harry Cole, a member of the Washe 
ington Detective Bureau, also was de- 
tailed to guard the ambassador. He 
went with him to the Wardman Park 
Hotel, where, with the house detective, 
he took up a vigil outside of the Am- 
bassador’s suite. 

Fear that the ambassador might be 
assassinated if he remained overnight 
in New York was responsible for his 
coming to Washington at such a strange 
hour, it was stated at Wardman Park. 
| He made the hurried trip, it was said, 
|at the suggestion of the State Depart- 
ment, Ordinarily a newly-arrived ame 
bassador would arrange his schedule 60 
as to arrive in Washington during the 
day, when he would be formally wel- 
comed by a high-ranking official of the 
State Department.

The guard in this city, however, was 
insignificant compared with the one in 
New York. When the Ambassador, 
after debarking from the Leviathan, 
started for thg Pennsylvania station, 
he was surrounded by twelve armored 
police motorcycles. 

An official of the State Department 
said yesterday the department did not 
know of any threats being made against 
the life of the Ambassador, but he ad- 
mitted that “precautions” were being 
taken. The case of the Turkish envoy, 
he said, was a peculiar one, in that he 
had no embassy here and none of his 
own countrymen were going from this 
city to meet him. Consequently, he 
said, the State Department wanted to 
do everything possible to assist him. 


Denies Gerard’s Charges. 


When the Ambassador arrived in New 
York he denied the accusations made 
against him by former ~Ambassador 
Gerard and declared he would issue & 
formal statement on the matter after 
he had become settled in this city. 

Gerard made his accusations against 
| the new Ambassador in a statement 
made public in New York yesterday 
morning. After declaring the Ambas- 
sador had massacred 30,000 Armenians, 
Gerard stated that his presence in the 
United States as the official representa«- 
tive of Turkey would be an “intolerable 
‘insult to the American people.” 

Gerard attacked the legality of the 
exchange of Ambassador by the United 
States and Turkey on the ground that 
the United States Senate failed to 
ratify the Treaty of Lausanne, which 
provided for such an exchange. Gere 
ard is chairman of the American com- 

mittee opposed to the Lausanne Treaty, 

Kellogg Sees No Unconétitutinnality. 

The exchang: of Ambassadors, Ger- 
ard stated, was brought about by @ 
“modus vivendi,” which the two coun- 
tries entered into last February an 
which put the rejected treaty int 
effect. He predicted that the Senate 
would have something to say about 
this modus vivendi at its forthcoming 
session. 

In 1919, Gerard said, Moukhtar Bey 
was a member of Kemal’s mission to 
Moscow. This mission, he said, entered 
into an agreement with Moscow where- 
by Turkey was to attack the Armenian 
republic. While Russia threatened Are 
menia from the northeast, he said, the 
Turks butchere* 30,000 Christians in 
the region of Alexandropol and laid 
waste 147 villages. 

The State Department, it was said 
officially yesterday, sees no basis what- 
ever for Gerard’s contention that this 
Government should not recognize Am- 
bassador Moukhtai Bey, and it was 
added that Secretary of State Kellogg 
can see nothing unconstitutional about 
the exchange of Ambassadors.

Motor Shattered to Pieces.

Mute evidence of the terrific 
force with which the plane struck was 
found in the fact that even the big 
motor was shattered into pleces. 

The search for the missing airmen, 
en route from Washington to Colum- 
bus, Ohio, ended this morning when 
Lieut. Eugene Bayley, commandant at 
Burgess Field, spied the wreckage from 
his plane. Circling low to get his loca- 
tion, the lieutenant then headed back 
to the landing field and organized a

by Bayley, the searchers abandoned 
the machines and entered the forest 
on foot.

M. Waldemaras complained bitterly 
of what he termed “intimidatory and 
provocative actions” by. Poland on the 
present line of demarkation, which, he 
said, no Lithuanian today will dignify 
by the name of frontier. 

“The recurrence at intervals of ru- 
mors in the foreign press that bands 
are operating on the demarkation line 
and that the Lithuanian army is de- 
moralized points to a set campaign 
against us with malevolent intent,” he 
asserted. 

Situation Must End. 


“This can not go on forever, for a 
hostile atmosphere ts created, poisoning 
the air, just as in the case of Alsace- 
Lorraine, which sct the world ablaze, 

“If is. inconceivable that Poland 


should *hink of seizing Lithuania by 
force of arms, seeing that Poland is on 
the Learue of Nations council and that 
Lithuania is also a member. Our coun- 
try has little over 2,000,000 population 
—small as compared to Poland’s 17,- 
000,000—but in such an event the whole 
nation would sink its differences and 
stand shoulder to shoulder, and I know 
that the peasantry would fly to arms 
to repel the invader.” 

“Emigrants,” M. Waldemaras consid- 
ers a misnomer for refugees from jus- 
tice, who, the premier asserted, are 
often put by the Poles in Lithuanian 
uniforms to make them appear army 
deserters. 

“There have been no desertions,” he 
declared, “neither has there been any 
fighting by so-called bands, although 
the presence of these malcontents nat- 
urally is always a potential danger.” 

His negotiations with the different 
parties to form a coalition government, 
the premier said, still were proceeding. 
The Soviet note to Poland, in which 
Russia warned that country not to in- 
terfere in Lithuania, had been timely 
he thought, and plainly and signifi- 
cantly worded. 


Note. Delivered Here. 


(Associated Press.) 

The Polish government, through its 
minister, Ciechanowski. yesterday pre- 
sented to Secretary Kellogg an official 
note declaring that it desired to estab- 
lish peace with Lithuania. 

The note was described as an effort 
by Poland to define its attitude in view 
of the proposed consideration of the 
controversy between the two countries 
by the council of the League of Na- 
tions. Declaring that Poland has met 
with refusals by Lithuania in its moves 
toward peace, the note asked that the 
other governments aid in terminating 
the state of war “persistently pro- 
claimed ‘by the Lithuanian govern- 
ment.”

MANCHURIAN TROOPS | 
CONTINUE THE ASSAULT 


Lone American Missionary 
Stays to Care for Victims 
of Long Siege. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Peking, Nov. 28.—Three hundred 
starving women and children have 
evacuated Chochow, 40 miles south of 
Peking. It is reported that an Ameri- 

can missionary, whose Chinese nameéis 
Ding, but who otherwise is unidentified. 
has been attending the wounded alone 
since the siege began October 11. 

The ancient walledg city, with the 
8,000 population and a garrison of 4,000 
Shans! troops, enters its seventh week 
of siege with food exhausted and the 
dead unburied. The commander rfre- 
fuses to surrender, saying that more 
Shansi troops surely are coming. The 
heroic missionary, the sole foreigner, is 
believed to belong to some minor body 
that is not registered at Peking. 


Bombardment Continues. 


Bombardment of the fifteenth cen- 
tury walls and the use of tear gas and 
other gas continued today, with 12,000 
Manchurian troops surrounding the 
city. 

The fighting continues in northern 
Honan province, southeastern Honan, 
Chihli, the Shansi Mountain frontier, 
and in northern Anhwel province. The 
results everywhere are indecisive de- 
spite the extravagant propaganda of 
both factions. 

Banditry is increasing along the 
middle Yangtze area, where whole regi- 
ments of southern troops, disarmed. 
and the armed rabble, are menacing 
Wuhu and other cities. The radical 
faction, lately ejected from Canton, is 
re-forming at Swatow and elsewhere 
for the recapture of Canton. 

The efforts of the Nanking element 
to reorganize Hupeh and Honan 
provinces have resulted in difficulties, 
with chaos increasing everywhere. 


Missionaries Reported Captives. 


The American missionary, Virgil G. 
Plymire, of Springfield, Mo., a member 
of the American Assembly of God; the 
British missionary, J. T. Mathewson. 
and the German scientist, Dr. Wilhelm 
Filchner, who were thought to have 
been murdered in Tibet early in Sep- 
tember while fleeing from China to 
Burma, were reported arrested at Nag- 
chuka, Tibet, and transferred to Ladakh. 
where it is believed they are alive 
though prisoners. Several missionaries 
who reentered Shansi province against 
consular advice were reported to have 
been murdered, including two German 
and Belgian priests.

AMERICAN PARTY ARRIVES 


Geneva, Switzerland, Nov. 28 (A.P.). 
Extraordinary police precautions are 
under way both for the session of the 


Disarmament Commission and _ the 
League Council. Even newspaper men, 
who daily frequent the league, have 
been obliged to attach photographs to 
their admission cards, and the league 
is organizing a special photographic 
gallery to snapshot all journalists. 

So apprehensive are the authorities 
that even the several hundred employes 
of the league have been given special in- 
structions as to how to enter the build- 
ing, and orders have been issued that 
no automobile may park in the court- 
yard of the league. Detectives already 
swarm about the hotel where the Rus- 
sian delegates will stay and where every 
employe, down to the fourth assistant 
cook, has been cross-examined by the 
police and furnished with a card of 
identity with a photograph, so as to 
prevent strangers from entering the 
building. 

One report that has been in circula- 
tion is that Maxin Litvinoff, head of the 
Russian delegation, would propose pacts 
of nonaggression, not only with the na- 
tions bordering on Russia, but also 
with Great Britain and the United 
States. But the Russian delegation de- 
clined tonight to confirm or deny such 
& report 

The American delegation, presided 
over by Hugh R. Wilson, Minister to 
Switzerland, has arrived, as has also 
the Reich delegation on disarmament, 
headed by Count von Berstorff, Ger- 
many’s wartime Ambassador at Wash- 
ington.

PEASANT PARTY SCORNS 
AOUMANIAN PORTFOLIOS 


Rejects Offer of New Premier, 
Who Succeeds Brother 
as Liberals’ Chief. 


Bucharest, Nov. 28 (A.P.).—-The mud- 
dled political situation in Roumania 
began to clear up today, ow that the 
dead leader, Premier Ion Bratiano, has 
been laid to rest. 

An offer of the acting premier, Vin- 
tila Bratiano, of several cabinet port- 
folios to members of the National 
Peasants Party has been declined by the 
party leader, Dr. Julio Maniu, who re- 


iterated his demand for a dissolution 
of Parliament and new elections. Dr. 
Maniu holds that the present Parlia- 
ment was elected dishonestly. 

Vintola Bratiano was elected by ac- 
clamation president of the Liberal Par- 
ty. replacing his dead brother, in a 
striking scene at a party meeting. For- 
ther Foreign Minister J. G. Duca em- 
braced Vintila with brotherly affection 
and formally proclamied him the new 
party leader, thereby spiking reports 
that Duca himself was seeking that 
honor. 

Vintila, much moved, promised to 
follow in the footsteps of his brother. 

Duca has started a movement for the 
erection of a national monument to lon 
Bratiano. He suggested that. in conso- 
hance with the principal benefits the 
late premier had conferred on his coun- 
try, the inscription on the monument 
should contain four brief, cardinal 
phrases, “Greater Roumania—expropri- 
ation — impropriation — universal suf- 
frage.” 

(Bratiano had a large share in in- 
fluencing Roumania to enter the World 
War, from which she emerged greatly 
enlarged. His dominance was marked 
by expropriation of the great landed 
estates for division among the small 
farmers and nayment for the estates in 
depreciated currency, which later re- 
covered much of its value, and by ex- 
tension of the suffrage.)

Matters of policy also may be taken 
up. 
It is known that the Republican 
leaders will seek to obtain an agree- 
ment whereby the fight over adminis- 
tering of the oath of Senators-elect 
Smith, of Illinois, and Vare, of Penn- 
sylvania, will be postponed until after 
the Senate is reorganized, so that 
President Coolidge’s annual address 
can be transmitted to Congress on the 
second day of the session, one week 
from today.

Two proposals for building up the 
American Merchant Marine were laid 
before President Coolidge yesterday by 
Senator Jones (Republican), Washing- 
ton, whoesaid that if American com- 
merce is to be expanded, the United 
States must provide more ships.

duce the two proposals he made to 
Congress last year, one to encourage 
private interests ta build and operate 
ships under a Government subsidy, the 
other to provide that the Government 
itself construct more ships and operate 
them. The President already has indi- 
cated a belief that private capital 
should build the ships and that any 
form of Government subsidy would 


have little chance of congressional ap- 
proval. 


Border Patrol Seizes | 
19,382 During Year | 


(Associated Press.) 

One of the newest armed forces of 
the Federal Government, the immigra- 
tion service border patrol, was declared 
yesterday in a Labor Department report 
to be demonstrating growth and effi- 
ciency. During the last fiscal. year it 
had 781 men on duty, as against 632 
men the year previous, and it appre- 
hended 19,382 law violators, as against 
5,580 during the previous twelve months 

The force picked up 12,098 aliens 
eesking to escape immigration law bar- 
riers last year, while in the previous 
year it captured 3,382. It also seized 786 


automobiles and 303 boats engaged in 
smuggling.

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¥ARM RELIEF CONFUSION. 


There appears to be no limit to the number || 


of Congressional leaders who are willing 
to lead the farmer out of the wilderness into 
the land of plenty. There may be some doubt 
as to the exact number of senators and repre- 
sentatives waiting for the presidential bee to 
sting them, but a census of those with a 
guaranteed plan for farm relief would hardly 
skip a single member,. Few sessions of Con- 
gress have been ushered in with so much con- 
fusion on an issue destined to play as important 
“a part as agricultural legislation will play be- 
-tween now and June. 

| The hope is, of course, that there will be 
“gome compromise, but the difficulty ts in find- 
ing a middle ground upon which Congress and 
-the President can agree. So far the majority 
-of suggestions have served only to produce the 
‘exact opposite from some other quarter. There 
are those who reason in some strange fashion 
that the tariff is to blame for the farmer’s 
“troubles, and Senator Capper, of Kansas, be- 
lieves that they need additional protection. 
There are those who will have nothing but the 
‘equalization fee, and others who refuse to ac- 
cept any measure embodying such a principle. 
There are those who want a Government sub- 
sidy regardless of the cost, and those who are 
willing to give the farmer a bounty providing 
the cost is not excessive. 

Such divergent views are disturbing enough 
to those interested in some actual solution, but 
more disquieting still is the insistence of a 
large group of mid-Western members for re- 
passage of the McNary-Haugen bill. It is im- 
possible to discover what motives, other than 
those of a political nature, can prompt such a 
position. The margin by which the measure 
passed at the last session of Congress was so 
small that its proponents welcomed the legis- | 
lative jam in the Senate that prevented a vote 
on the veto. It is patent that a two-thirds vote 
for the bill with the a«ayualization fee can not 
be obtained. 1% %s, however, stated that the 
group whigt.@emands the same measure with- 
out chag®e or correction is large enough to 
block Aany other proposal. 

ny such tactics ought to make plain to the 
country that what the political farmers want is 
not settlement of the problem of farm relief, 
but a continuation of the present stalemate 
into the 1928 presidential campaign. Failure 
to do something for agriculture between now 
and the time of the election may serve the 
personal ends of some men in public life tem- 
porarily, but can do them no good in the long 
run. <A solution that is fair to the taxpayer 
and just to the farmer is to be desired, but it 
can be achieved only through compromise, not 
by stubbornness. 


MUSSOLINI AND ECONOMIC LAW. 


The Italian attempt to control prices and 
wages has not met with the success anticipated. 
Rumblings of displéasure and discontent have 
been in evidence from the first. Although 
no “untoward incident” has arisen, Mussolini 
having been able through his great popularity 
and through appeals to patriotism to thrust 
upon the Italian people mandates and programs 
which another people would have actively re- 
sented, additional straws appear almost daily 
to show which way the wind is blowing. 

The money crisis in Italy, for instance, has 
become acute. Not only have wages reached 
-what is described as an absolute minimum, but 
retail prices have refused to heed the man- 
made dictate, remaining generally at their 
previous level. Furthermore, several Italian 
factories recently have been forced to meet 
their weekly pay rolls with assignats—notes on 
property, the employers having found it im- 
possible to get money. Assignats are taken 
by the banks at a low discount rate. 

Payment by property-secured notes, under 
any consideration, constitutes nothing more or 
less than a camouflaged currency inflation. 
To refute this charge, it hag been declared 
that the assignats are only a temporary ex- 
pedient, drafted to play a part during an 
emergency shortage of currency, This may be 
admitted without in the slightest degree jeopar- 
‘dizing the validity of the statement that they 
represent inflation. Italy, therefore, must pro- 
“ceed cautiously for the time being. Minor in- 
flation can be controlled. There is an invari- 
able tendency once inflation is undertaken, 
‘however, for it to expand and swell until only 
the most drastic methods will suffice to bring 
conditions back to normal. 

In the meantime, it may be taken for granted 
that employes will not take kindly to this 
method of payment, even though they are un- 
able under Italy’s present political machine to 
raise their voices in protest. 

Italian management is “‘between the devil 
-and the deep blue sea.” Industry realizes that 
wages must be reduced if it is to survive, Un- 
til prices are reduced, however, labor can not 
live on less than'it receives at the present time. 
The few attempts at reduction of wages which 
have been permitted have led to strikes, en- 
-dangering thereby the success of the Fascist. 
unions\and making it necessary for the gov- 
‘ernment to arrest large numbers of strikers. 
Mussolini, therefore, has refused to sanction. 
further wage reductions, standing upon his 
_ prior promise to get retail prices down by 
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The situation is critical indeed. The attempt 


to overrule economic law’ will comm 
that Mussolini 
can muster. 


THE FEDERAL PROPORTION. 


Senator Phipps, chairman of the Senate sub- 
committee in charge of District appropriations, 
and Representative Zihlman, chairman of the 
House District committee, are opposed to a 
continuance of ‘the inequitable method of 
making local appropriations. They hold that 
the Federal Government should pay a fixed pro- 
portion of the cost of the District government. 

Two important key positions now are occt- 
pied by champions of just relief for the local 
taxpayer. Neither Senator Phipps nor Repre- 
sentative Zihlman has indicated what he thinks 
the Federal proportion should be. Once it is 
established definitely that the United States has 
a proportionate interest in the City of Wash- 
ington, the matter of the extent of that interest 
can be decided. The local public would ap- 
preciate a 50-50 division. Probably this is 
too much to expéct. Under no consideration, 
however, should the Government expect to 
assume less than 40 per cent of the load. 
Somewhere between 50-50 and 60-40 a just 
division can be struck, under which the ex- 
cessive burden borne at the presént time by 
the local taxpayer will be eased considerably, 
while at the same time the United States will 
not be called upon to pay more than its due. 

“The time has arrived,” says Senator 
Phipps, “when Congress should go back to the 
definite proportion method of providing for 
the District. With so much Governments 
building to be done, the expenses of the city 
are bound to increase.”’ | 

The time for action is more than ripe. 
Washingtonians, in fairness and justice, are 
entitled to financial relief. The authority of 
the House and Senate District committees 
should be strengthened with the voice of every 
civic and trade bady, every organization, every 
association and every individual, in order that 
Congress may overrule the clique in the House 
that seeks to saddle upon individual Americans 
the burden that should be borne by the Govy- 
ernment, 


HABEAS CORPUS. 


A decision of far-reaching importance in 
enforcing a writ of habeaS corpus has just 
been rendered by Judge Cardozo, of the New 
York Court of Appeals. Benny Sabatino was 
a prisoner in the State penitentiary at Auburn, 
where he was serving an indeterminate sen- 
tence. There appears to have been a difference 
of. opinion between Sabatino and the warden 
of the prison as to the expiration of the sen- 
tence. For three and a half years the prisoner 
kept up his attempts to obtain his liberty. 
Finally a writ of habeas corpus was granted, 
and in June last the appellate division, which 
in the jurisprudence of the Empire State ranks 
with the circuit courts in the Federal judiciary, 
ruled that the original writ sued out by the 
prisoner was a proper grant. The appellate 
division directed the immediate discharge of 
the prisoner from the custody of the warden. 

The attorney general of the State was not 
satisfied with the finding, and tok an appeal. 
The warden refused to release his prisoner 
pending the result of that appeal. Sabatino, 
after waiting several months for the attorney 
general to bring the case up for argument, 
went directly to the Court of Appeals, urging 
that he should be released on his own re- 
cognizance pending the final result. It is on 
this direct appeal of the prisoner that Judge 
Cardozo has made his ruling. That jurist 
declares that it would be intolerable that the 
warden of the prison should automatically, 
by a mere notice of appeal, prolong the term 
of imprisonment and “frustrate the operation 
of the historic writ of liberty.” 

The Court of Appeals “has never held that 
notice of appeal nullifies the mandate of dis- 


| charge and works a supersedeas at the will 


of the custodian,” says Judge Cardozo. ‘‘Cer- 
tain it is that the writ may not be thwarted 
at the pleasufe of the jailer. A statute sus- 
pendiftg the effect of the discharge by the mere 
force of an appeal would be at war with the 
mandate of the Constitution whereby the writ 
of habeas corpus is preserved in all its ancient 
plenitude.”’ 

The warden is directed by the mandate to 
release the prisoner forthwith. without bail or 
recognizance, until the appeal shall have been 
determined. 

The personality of Sabatino is not of im- 
portance to any one but the man himself and 
to his immediate family. But his case has 
been the basis upon which one of the foremost 
jurists of the State of New York has been 
called to interpret anew the meaning of that 
greatest of all writs ever designed in the in- 
terest of justice and the rights of the indi- 
vidual. The Sabatino case serves to prove once 
again the outstanding importance of the writ 
of habeas corpus. 


TAKING TO THE AIR. 


The possibility that Washington may become 
the headquarters for the production of air 
flivvers has been suggested through the an- 
nouncement that Glarence Chamberlin, the 
pilot of lLevine’s transatlantic flight, may 
establish an airplane factory in the National 
Capital. 

Few people realize to what extent the indus- 
try has grown, Not one in a hundred knows 


.that there are in the United States today more 


than 90 firms already engaged in the pro- 
duction of 4irplanes for commercial flying. 
Until fecently there were few of these ma- 
chines in use which had not been obtained from 
the Army or the Navy, having been discarded 
by those branches of the service as the devel*® 
opment of aircraft progressed. 

During the war, when flying was in its in- 
fancy, many millions were expended in an at- 
tempt to develop the building of planes, not 
only for war purposes but with the idea that 
ultimately air transportation would be taken 
up by commerce and industry generally. Mil- 
lions were wasted in the attempt, but after all 
that waste of funds will not have been without 
compensatory advantages if, as now seems 
likely, within five years air navigation becomes 
as common as was auto transportation fifteen 
or twenty years ago. 

Already the Postoffice Department has dem- 
onstrated the value of the air service for hand- 
ling special mails. The routes have proved. 
in nearly every instance, gfficially satisfactory 
and commercially profitable, and as the De- 
, partment of Commerce has been given author- 
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As soon as the public is convinced that there 
is no greater danger to be anticipated in trav- 
eling through the air than is to be encountered 
‘on the railways and the highways, flying will 
become popular. In the meantime, the 99 fac- 
tories are reported to be turning out airplanes 
at the average rate of six each day, with every 
prospect of a very material increase in each 
of them. | 

Henry Ford will continue for some time to 
produce his new model flivvers far more 
rapidly than Mr. Chamberlin and his fellow 
chaftsmen can turn out air flivvers, but more 
astonishing things have happened, within the 
lifetime of the automobile, than that another 
decade should witness the very general use 
of privately owned planes by business houses 
for their “drummers” and by every one of 
means who may desire facilities for prompt 
transportation always available in his own 
hangar. 


NUNEATON’S BABY. 


Nuneaton, England, is claiming an* eighth 
wonder of the world in the person of a 9- 
month-old baby girl that has never been 
known to cry. The baby is attracting wide- 
spread attention, it is said, because in every 
other respect she is perfectly normal, and 
normal babies are supposed to cry occasionally. 
This one, however, has only a well-developed 
laugh, which she demonstrates upon the slight- 
est provocation. 

There is something wrong with this baby. 
The average infant does not have an easy time. 
No matter what may be its whims at any 
particular moment, it is. at the mercy of its 
elders. If it wants to stay awake, its mother 
makes it go to sleep. If it wants to sleep, it 
perforce is kept awake to amuse visitors. It 
eats when another decides the time is at hand, 
whether it is hungry or not. Who would not 
cry if his life were thus ordered? 

Has the Nuneaton baby no mind of her own 
—no temper? Could she go through her 
monotonous days without crying, if she had? 
This infant can not be normal. Probably she 
will grow up to be the counterpart of the 
timid soul pictured in the cartoons. A baby’s 
tears and howlings can be most annoying at 
times, it is true, but since they indicate the 
expression of an individual character, parents 
the world over will take them any day in 
preference to Nuneaton’s eighth wonder. 


CHRISTMAS—DO IT NOW, 


Less than a month remains before Christ- 
mas. The crowded condition of the stores in- 
dicates that for once the public had taken to 
heart the annual warning to “Shop and Mail 
Early.’”’ The merchant and the postman have 
been looking for that millennium for a great 
many years. They await its approach, but will 
not rejoice until it actually arrives. 

There are still those who wait until the last 
moment to think of others at Christmas time. 
They resolve each day to heed the wagning. 
Each morning they realize that one more day 
of the few remaining has dawned and deter- 
mine to do their shopping and mailing before 


their good intentions until the following day. 

These are long days in the stores and post- 
offices. Few breathing spells come in Decem- 
ber to those who are as necessary to Christmas 
as Santa Claus and the Christmas tree. Their 
burden is made all the greater by the realiza- 
tion that on the day or two before Christmas, 
when they are more than weary, the strain 
will be increased, and the flood of last-minute 
shoppers will shatter their nerves, patience and 
health to the last point. 

It is easier to shop and mail now. There 
will be. less chance of forgetting those who 
ought to be remembered. Those who give, re- 
ceive and serve will be made happier. The 
spirit of Christmas ought to persuade all those 
who believe in it that the easiest is the best 
way.

WOMEN AS VETERINARIANS, 


At a recent congress of the British National 
Veterinary. Medical: Association the principal 
of the Royal Veterinary College brought out 
many points of interest in connection with thaty 
proféssion. Among these is the agitation to 
establish in Great Britain a veterinary service 
of public health, which would control the sup- 
ply of milk and meat. The ground of com- 
plaint in this matter appears to be that the 
efforts made at contro] are local, not national, 
and that from the unevenness of action pro- 
duced by this system deplorable results oc- 
casionally flow. 

The neglect of an efficient veterinary service 
in any country may have appalling conse- 
quences, aS was shown by what happened in 
Russia. After the revolution in that country, 
veterinary surgeons, like most other educated 
people, suffered, and the veterinary service 
passed into the hands of a cavalry sergeant- 
major. Within a year, glanders, rinderpest 
and rabies, three terrible diseases, became 
widely prevalent throughout the land. The 
principal of the college declared that, to his 
own personal knowledge, 32 ‘“‘Red” soldiers 
were taken out of hospital and shot because 
they were suffering from glanders. 

Perhaps, however, the most interesting part 
of the principal’s address was that which dealt 
with the admission of women to practice as 
veterinary surgeons. Four women have al- 
ready so qualified in Great Britain and, it is 
added, ‘have taken high degrees,’’ and one of 
them had been awarded a special memorial 
prize for being the best student in the final 
examinations. Others are likely to follow in 
the footsteps of these pioneers. It was pointed 
out that, while natural chivalry made men 
shudder when they thought of women doing 
the ofttimes dirty work which accompanies 
medical or surgical attendance on sick cows 
or horses, there is an enormous field before 
them in connection with the smaller animals, 
such as dogs, cats, rabbits and even birds, 
Women, it was urged, have more gentle hands 
than men, and show more affectionate care for 
domesticated animals, and these: qualities 
would go far toward making them ideal ani- 
mal doctors. 

That is doubtless quite true; but experience 
proves that professional women are tothing if 
not thorough, and one may easily feel confident 
that no part of their subject will be neglected, 
and that therefore the horses and the cattle 
will receive from them their proper share of 


attention.

A few hours 
after she was sentenced, she started to 
San Quentin Prison in an ambulance. 

Mrs. Paddleford, who is known virtu- 
ally around the world as “The Inter- 
national Adventuress,” will spend some, 
if not all, of the next ten years in 
prison. She received an indeterminate 
sentence of from one year to that maxi- 
mum when convicted on the charges 
brought: by a Carmel shopkeeper that 
ol illegally acquired goods valued at 
$225. 


The county physician last week in- 
formed the court which sentenced her 
that Mrs. Paddleford was “faking” ill- 
ness. Her physician, Dr: Henry Murphy, 
informed the court that his patient was 
suffering from serious ailments. 

Mrs. Paddleford’s flitting from coun- 
try to country has taken her into.most 
of the Old World cities—even into some 
of their prisons. Her name has been 
written into court records in the form 
of larceny warrants and bad check 
charges, not to speak of divorces. 

She gained a place in society here 
when she married George E. Paddleford, 
of Los Angeles. Notoriety, however, was 
hers in volume when in 1922 she be- 
came émbroiled in domestic difficulties. 
She charged desertion while her hus- 
band countered with allegations con- 
cerning her European jail record. 

They were finally divorced. Reports 
had it then that Paddleford had settled 
a large sum of money on his wife. At 
any rate, Mrs. Paddleford and her strik- 
ing daughter, Cynthia, left soon after- 
ward for >urope. Wher next heard 
from she was in jail in Lucerne, Swit- 
zerland, with the daughter seeking 
funds in France. It was said that Mrs 
Paddleford ran up debts of 37,000 francs 
at Lucerne and took “French leave.” 
At about the same time Vienna shop- 
keepers swore Out warrants for her. 
From jail she was taken to a hospital. 


Friends Gain Her Liberty. 


Some one among her friends was re- 
ported to have “made good” with irate 
shop and hotelkeepers and Mrs. Paddle- 
ford gained her freecom. 

L~- than a month later, however, 
she again was locked up on similar 
charges preferrc.. by shopkeepers. 

There was a lull in things until Mr. 
Paddleford married again in Los 
Angeles and friends wondered where his 
former wife was. They discovered that 
she was living in Oriental splendor in 
Cairo, Egypt, having married W. H. 
Howells, a wealthy ship owner there. 
Reports sa‘* she had one of the targest 
establishments in the Egyptian city, a 
retinue of servants and jewels worth 
fortunes. howells was said at the time 
to have settled $12,000,000 on his bride.

LIFE FOR PINT OF GIN

Michigan Prisoner’s Appeal to 
Be Based on Alleged Con- 
stitution Violation. 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Lansing, Mich., Nov. 29.—Appeal will 
be taken to the United States District 
Court of Appeals at Cincinanti in the 
fight of liberal organizations to in- 
validate the sentence of life imprison- 


ment recently imposed upon Fred 
Palm, Lansing man, because he admit- 
ted ownership of a pint of gin. Louis 
Cuvillier, New York attorney, general 


counsel of the National Constitutional, 


League of America, announced this de- 
cision after consultation with Harry 
Hittle, chief counsel for Palm. 

The appeal will be taken purely on 
constitutional grounds in an effort to 
upset the present provisions of Mich- 
igan’s new code of criminal procedure, 
which provides for mandatory life im- 
prisonment in all cases in which an 
offender is convicted of four felonies. 

Cuvillier is of the belief that Mich- 
igan’s ‘classing of lquor possession 
without proof of sale or attempted sale 
as a felony makes it possible to attack 
the code as violating the provisions of 
section 7, article 2, of the Constitution, 
which prohibits excessive punishment.

Hazleton said he was told of this in- 
jury by her mother, Mrs. Josephine 
Brown, after the trial which resulted 
in her conviction with her one-time 
admirer, Henry Judd Gray, for the mur- 
der of her husband, Albert Snyder. He 
said Mrs. Snyder has a swelling on her 
head which is steadily growing. 

Dr. Neymann, whose testimony was 
regarded as instrumental in saving Loeb 
and Leopold from hanging for the mur- 
der of 13-year-old Bobby Franks, ar- 
ranged to accompany Hazleton tomor- 
row to Sing Sing prison to see Mrs. 
Snyder.. 

Ossining, N. Y., Nov. 28 (A.P.).—Only 
official alienists of the State will be 
permitted to examine Mrs. Ruth Sny- 
der, sentenced to die for the murder 
of her husband, Sing Sing prison offi- 
cials said today when they learned of 
plans of counsel for the woman to have 
Dr. Clarence J. Neymann, Chicago psy- 
chiatrist, conduct an examination. 

“No outside doctors, specialists or 
examiners of any sort will be admitted,” 
said Warden Lewis E. Lawes. 

Raymond F. C. Kieb, State commus- 
sioner of correction, said that “only the 
official alienists” can make any exami- 
nations in the death house. 
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Hundreds Who Live in Canada 
and Mexico and Cross Line 
to Work Affected. 


ORDER OBEYED BY MANY 


Detroit, Nov. 28 (A.P.).—The legality 
of an immigration order which, after 
next Thursday, will bar hundreds of 
aliens residing in Canada and Mexico 
from crossing the borders daily to and 
from work, was upheld today by Judge 
Charles C. Simons in Federal court. 


The decision was given in a suit 
brought by two aliens. John L. Zur- 
brick, acting district director of immi- 
gration, and Alexander M. Doig, chief 
inspector, had been called on to show 
cause why an injunction should not be 
issued restraining them from inter- 
fering with the travel of alien com- 
muters living in Canada and working 
in the United States. The order had 
been obtained by Walter Cammon, of 
Windsor, and _his wife, Ellen, both of 
whom work in Detroit. 

Judge Simons dismissed the bill of 
complaint, sustaining arguments ad- 
vanced by O. L. Smith, acting district 
attorney. 

Smith argued that the plaintiffs 
should have named the Secretary of 
Labor as defendant, and took the posi- 
tion that aliens should not come into 
Federal court until after they +had ex- 
hausted the channel of relief provided 
by the act of 1924. He was sustained in 
this contention by the court. 

Alien commuters had been given 


from June 1 to December 1 to comply | 


with the new immigration® order. 
About 7,600 aliens have already estab- 
lished their border-crossing privilege 
here, and it is estimated that approxi- 
mately 1,000 alien commuters working 
in Detroit and residing in Canada will 
be debarred after next Thursday under 
the order.

Bringing 
the gun down stairs later, Utley called 
his niece in the parlor and started to 
show her the intricacies of the old- 
fashioned pistol. 

While explaining the rotation of the 
barrels of the pistol, Utley said he ac- 
cidentally pulled the trigger. He said 
he did not know the pistol was loaded. 
one of the 
bullets striking Mrs. Clark in the pit of 
her stomach. She collapsed to the 
floor. Members of Utley’s family called 
the Emergency Hospital ambulance and 
police.

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Four Non-italians to Receive 
Red Hats Nearly Equaliz- 
ing Proportion. 


FRENCH ROYALISTS HIT 


Rome, Nov. 28 (A.P.)«»The prospec- 


tive creation of four non-Itallan cardi- 


nals, announced today, shows the in- 
tention of Pope Pius to give prepon- 
derance to foreign elements in the Sa- 
cred College, perhaps in view of further 
developments in the “Roman question,” 
as the conflict between the church and 
the Italian state its called. 

The four new cardinals will be Mgr. 
Raymond K. M. Rouleau, Archbishop of 
Quebec; Mgr. Pedro Segura y Saenz, 
Archbishop of Toledo; Mgr. Charles Jo- 
seph Dinet, Archbishop of Besancon, 
and Mgr. Alessio Lepicier, titular Bishop 
of Tarsus, who will replacé Cardinal 
Billot as French cardinal of the curia. 

In the announcement of a new 
Archbishop of Toledo in Osservatore Ro- 
mano, Official Vatican organ, an error 
was made in the first announcement 


of the prelates due to receive the red 


hat. The original announcement was 
that Mgr. Zaccaria Martinez y Nunez 
would be the new Spanish cardinal. He 
however, is Archbishop of Burgos and 
will be transferred to Toledo at the 
same consistory which is to create the 
cardinals. 

The new appointments also are note- 
worthy in that the two new .Prench 
cardinals are known to be opposed to 
“L’Action Francaise,” the French royal- 
ist paper, which was recently placed 
on the Index Expurgatorius. They are 
both strong upholders of the. papal 
policy in regard to the periodical’s po- 
litical activities, and their appointment 
is taken to show the determination of 
the pontiff to further emphasize the at- 
titude he has adopted toward the paper. 

The selection of the new cardinals is 
regarded as most important from two 
viewpoints, first because the pontiff has 
chosen all non-Italian, and, second, be- 
cause the new princes of the church are 
almost entirely from among the re- 
ligious orders. 

By selecting non-Italians, the Pope 
has brought the proportion in the Sa- 
cred College almost equal between 
Italians and non-Italians since the for- 
mer now number 33 and the latter with 
the new cardinals will number 32. 

Archbishop Rouleau is a Dominican, 
Archbishop Nunez is an Agostinian, and 
Bishop Lepicier is a Servite.

respondent, “but I think that we 
are not pliable enough to meet 
them.” 
Just how pliable are we? Within 20 
years we have moved from talking 
across the separating fence to convers- 
ing with people 3,000 miles away. On 
the stage instead of imagining the scene 
of the heroine about to be torn by the 
wild beasts of the jungle, whose roar 
behind the scenes is stage manufac- 
tured, we see the hero wildly racing 
through the jungle forest rescuing the 
fair maiden. We have changed from 
buggy riding at 8 per to speeding on 
concrete roads at 65. We have turned 
from the mournful sounds of the par- 
lor organ pumped by feet to symphony 
concerts broadcast from a station 2,000 
miles away. The letter which took six 
days to be carried across the country 
is now delivered to us in less than two. 
A six-and-a-half-day journey from New 
York to Paris has been reduced to 33 
hours by air. In our quick response to 
things mechanical we are very pliable. 
Within 20 years sleeves have become 
bigger, smaller, shorter, longer, tighter, 
looser and none at all. “Dresses,” as 
the farmer said, “have become not un- 
like barbed wire fences which may pro- 
tect the property, but certainly do not 
interfere with the scenery.” The hair 
dress of women changes so fast that a 
mere man can’t tell whether a woman 
is in style or out. Picture hats have 
shriveled to turbans and skull caps. 
Fasting fads, beauty aids, health®“bet- 
ter and betterers” furnish further testi- 
mony to our pliability in matters of 
adornment and attempts to improve on 
nature. 


In reading are we any less pliable? 
The “best sellers” of yesterday which 
we gobbled up and then quickly forgot, 
authors once all the rage and now in 
the literary morgue, untrue stories of 
wild Western days which we oldsters 
stole away to read, to untrue stories of 
confession days which daughters at- 
tempt to keep Mother from reading, 
show how pliable, how adjustable we 
truly are. And it’s a great thing. It 
makes for progress. 

Where then is our pliablility? Is it in 
education, economics, politics? Why? 
Perhaps because desire to be beautiful, 
to be loved, to be rich, to be popular, 
to enjoy, to love, to play and to feel 
are not involved. These emotions and 
desires are more fundamental than in- 
terest in and capacity for thinking. 
Thinking is slow business. The girls

lem, “To bob or not to bob.” had a ner- 


yous breakdown. 

Those who said, “Everybody's doing 
it, why not I,” are not a tonic. 

According to Prof. Kilpatrick, of Co- 
lumbia University, well known to prac- 
tically all the teacher-readers of this 
column: “We have some job to teach 
children to adapt themselves to new 
situations which we, as parents and 
teachers, can only partially. foresee.” 
The multiplication table will always be 
with us because whatever happens tn 
the unknown shifting future two times 
two always will equal four—except, of 
cours*, unless Mayor Thompson, of Chi- 
cago, gets at the table and changes it 
over night. But the map of the world 
will change, and hence geography. His- 
tory is in the making every day. New 
freedoms are coming up which demand 
new answers. Old solutions will not 
satisfy and the new generation is facing 
an unknown future. 

I am not so sure but that the con- 
tents of a daily newspaper will become 
eventually, the basis of practically all 
our teaching of current history, geo- 
grapuoy, English, social science and cur- 
rent events. For if there is anything 
which will prepare young people, and 
old ones, too, for this unknown shift- 
ing future, it is to read something 
which brings out day by day the 
shifting adaptability and pliability of 
the masses of people.

LEVELAND, Nov. 28 (A.P.).—Se- 

lection of Billy Evans, American 

League umpire, as general man- 
ager of the Cleveland Baseball Club, 
was announced tonight by President 
Alva Bradley. In this capacity, Evans 
will be- executive head of the club, 
handling most of the duties that were 
looked after last year by former Presi- 
dent E. S. Barnard. 

Wren Barnard became head of the 
American League and the tribe was 
sold to a Cleveland syndicate headed 
by Bradley, the latter decided to revise 
the executive management.

The manager will con- 
tinue to direct the team, but Evans, 
through his experience of twenty years 
as an arbiter in the American League, 
will be equipped to advise the pilot on 
the field as well as to handle executive 
duties. 

The new general manager will direct 
the activities of the scouts and with 
the cooperation of the manager will 
put through deals for players. 


Bradley said that he and Evans 
will confer wtihout delay on the 
matter of selecting a manager. 
The president said he ‘purposely 


withheld any negotiations in order 
to obtain Evans’ advice. 


William George Evans, whom the 
baseball world knows as “Billy’’ Evans, 
virtually was chased by a mob out of 
Niles, Ohio, twenty years ago into a 
berth as an American League umpire. 
He had rendered an unpopular decision 
in a game between Youngstown and 
Niles and was in danger of falling into 
the hands of an angry crowd when 
Charies Crowe, Niles manager, sneaked 
him away. 

Jim. McAieer, manager of the St. Louis 
Browns, was at that. game doing some 
scouting. He was impressed with Evans’ 
ability as an umpire and recommended 
him to B. B. Johnson for appointment 
as an arbiter on the American League. 

Before he became an umpire Evans 
was a sports writer for the Youngstown 
Vindicator. In addition to being gen- 
eral manager, Evans will hold the title 
of vice president of the club.

Trading of Cuyler had been forecast 
in the middle of last season when &e 
and Bush became involved in a contré* 
versy that resulted in the speedy out- 
fielder occupying the bench for mort 
of the National League season and dur 
ing the entire world series. 


Cuyler had objected to being ~ 
placed second in the batting order 
where he contended he seemed un- 
able to hit within many points of 
his usual batting average.

during an important series with the 
New York Giants. f 


Protesting against the fine, Cuyler 
maintained that he had made the cor- 
rect play inasmuch as by going into the 
base standing up he had prevented @ 
possible double play. 

Shortly after the fine, Cuyler was 
benched and Clyde Barnhart was sen 
into left field. After Barnhart was 
hurt the Pirates recalled Adam Comor- 
osky, a recruit, from the Western 
League, to succeed him, and kept Cuy- 
ler on the bench. From time to time 
Cuyler was used in a pinch-hitting role, 
but during the world’s series he was 
kept strictly on the bench Appeals

Pirate officials regarded the trade «s 
certain to strengthen the team for the 
1928 season. They pointed out that 
the National League champions were 
in need of a good second baseman, and 
that Adams was regarded as one at 
the best in tne circuit.

ber, 1926, a decrease in revenue of $12,- 
1713.66, accounted for in a large meas- 
ure by a drop in revenue passengers 
carried. which fell off 229,608 to 5,179,- 
,767. Operating expenses and taxes in 
October totaled $290,922.43, compared 
‘with $293,808.35 a year ago. 

The statement for the first ten 
‘months of this year shows net income 
}Of $557,502.43 and represents a loss of 
$52,689.20 when compared with the 
corresponding ten months last year. 
This difference is also due to the fall- 
ing off in revenue passengers, which 
(has amounted to more than 2,000,000 
in the first ten months this year, with 
total passengers transported reaching 
50,485 933. 

Total operating revenues for the ten- 
month period this year. were $3,695,- 
647.78, compared with $3,816,774 in the 
“Corresponding period a year ago, while 
,Operating expenses were .$2,580,247.89 
AS against $2,622,730.41 in the first 
ten months in 1926. Of this amount, 
taxes required $307,150.11 for the period

WOMAN AIDS TWO MEN 


IN $200,000 GEM THEFT. 


Trio, Posing as Customers, 
Hold Up Dealer and Bind 
His Clerks. 


VISITOR IS ALSO VICTIM 


Cleveland, Ohio, Nov. 28 (A.P.).—A 
trio of robbers—one woman and two 
men—entered the diamond establish- 
ment of Swirsky Bros. on the sixth 
floor of a downtown office building 
late today, held up clerks and custo- 


mers and escaped with diamonds and 
other gems valued at $205,000. 

Police, who had a detailed descrip- 
tion of the trio from the elevator starter 
who took them from the sixth floor to 
the ground level, tonight had rounded 
up numerous persons. They believed 
the robbery, perfectly planned and car- 
ried out with remarkable precision, had 
been executed by expert jewelry store 
robbers. 

The robbery came at a time when 
Cleveland police were making a drive 
against undesirable persons whom they 
believe came to Cleveland following 
drives against them in Chicago, Toledo 
and Detroit, and other cities. 

The men and the woman entered the 
store, and after an exchange of pleasan- 
tries with the proprietor, Alex Swirsky, 
asked to see some diamonds.

While the woman was ex- 
amining the stones one of the men, ac- 
cording to Swirsky, drew a gun and or- 
dered him to throw up his hands, His 
companion then walked to the front 
of the store and covered three clerks 
with a revolver. He then bound them 
with tape. 

George Norcross, a diamond sales- 
man who entered, also was bound, the 
men taking from him jewels which he 
told police were valued at $10,000. The 
men then took a large number of 
diamonds and other gems from the 
safe which Swirsky had opened. 

The robbers told their victims to 
make no outcry for 20 minutes or they 
would be shot.

HIBOY, ZOO GIRAFFE, 
DIES FROM RICKETS 


Lack of Sunlight and Proper 
Nutriment Cause, Experts 
Declare. 


After a year in captivity, during 
which he won the hearts of Washington 
youngsters, Hiboy, the giraffe brought 
here last fall by the Smithsonian- 
Chrysler expedition, died yesterday at 
the zoo. Heroic efforts were made to 


save the animal, veterinary specialists 
being brought here from all parts of 
the country in an attempt to rid him 
of the disease which preyed upon him 
since early in the spring. 

Hiboy, whose cage has been one of 
the principal attractions at the Zoo, 
died of “osteoarthritis,”’ according to the 
specialists who treated him. The 
disease is a swelling of the bones, and, 
according to the doctors, was caused 
by insufficient nutriment from birth, 
and aggravated by his captivity in a 
cage here. 

The giraffe shared a cage at the north 
end of the bird house with Dot, a fe- 
male giraffe, and zoo officials say that 
the cage was never considered the 
proper housing for the animals. Early 
in the summer both beasts developed 
symptoms of rickets, due to absence of 
sunlight, and although veterinarians 
succeeded in curing Dot, they never 
were able to rid Hiboy of his ailment.

to Husband Despite Ire of 


Her People. 


A retty dark-eyed princess of royal 
Romany blood will defy her parents 
and gypsy tribal leaders when she is 
arraigned in Juvenile Court this morn- 
ing. The princess is Mrs. Julia Mitchell 
Osborne, daughter of “King” Emil 
Mitchell, leader of the Mitchell gypsy 
tribe, who eloped to Rockville, Md., 
two weeks ago and outraged all Romany 
customs when she married William L. 
Osborne, 2222 Shannon place southeast, 
without the consent of her parents. 


“King” Mitchell declares that his 
daughter is only 15 years old and wants 
the Juvenile Court to declare her in- 
corrigible and separate her from 
husband The princess says that she 
is eighteen years old and does not want 
to return to the gypsy life. 

Her conduct has astonished gypsies 
all over the country, and approximately 
300 tribal leaders from other cities have 
gathered here to consider the case If 
American justice fails to separate the 
princess from her husband, the gypsies 
declare, “Romany rule” will be invoked 
to punish her. 

According to ancient Romany cus- 
toms when a princess of royal blood 
marries without the consent of her 
tribal leaders, a gypsy jury is called to 
consider her case, If they find that the 
charges against her are true, tne jury 
recommends that steps be taken to 
punish her. In times gone by, the 
gypsies say, the princess would be kid- 
naped from her hsuband and spirited 
away. Such action would be impossi- 
ble under modern conditions, they as- 
sert, so the jury will probably only 
recommend that Princess Julia be 
Stripped of her royal title and ban- 
ished from the tribe. 

And the princess says that is just 
what she wants done. 


Rush Slows Buses 
To 4 Miles An Hour 


The Capital Traction Co. motorbuses 
are able to proceed at a rate of only 4 
miles an hour in Thirteenth street be- 
tween E and H streets northwest dur- 
ing rush traffic periods.

Lectures Held Scientitie. 


By reference to extracts from minutes 
of meetings on November 2 and No- 
|vember 16, the committee cited action 
providing that hereafter the explicit 
consent of the board will be sought by 
administrative officials before lectures 
which anyone may deem to be of sec- 
tarian or controversial or political char- 
acter will be given to the public school 
children.” 

The reply contained statements of 
administrative officials, explaining that 
instruction upon the “ill effects of the 
use of alcohol and narcotics” is re- 
quired in the schools as a part of the 
regular curriculum, that lectures fore 
merly have been given by W.c Tf. U. 
workers, and that the talks in question 
“dealt with the scientific aspects of the 
matter and have teen reported by 
the administrative officers as being in 
no wise controversial or harmful.” 


Chureh Meetings Usual. 


In answer to the Association Against 
the Prohibition Amendment's assertion 
that these lectures in one instance took 
the form of a “rally” in a wnearby 
Methodist Church, the letter stated 
“there is nothing exceptional or sig- 
nificant in the fact that the students 
met in a nearby church building.” It 
was explained that “lack of assembly 
rooms in many of the school buildings 
has made it necessary to occupy on 
occasion any available auditorium. 

It was further stated by the adminis- 
trative officers that “the parent of no 
child has ever made any objection to 
any of the school authorities. either to 
the lectures that were given or to the 
utilization of church buildings for the 
assembly of public school children.” 

Aithough the inquiry which resulted 
in the detailed reply to the complain- 
ants was pushed by Henry Gilligan, he 
declared himself a “teetotaler” and said 
in former years he has “signed the 
pledge.” Harry O. Hine, secretary of 
the board, declared yesterday that 
“there is no drier member on the board 
than Mr. Gilligan.”
